THE  HISTORIAN. 
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THE  SECOND  ANNUAL  REUNION. 

The  second  Annual  Reunion,  which  was  well  attended, 
convened  at  10  a.  m.,  Thursday,  July  17,  1930,  at  Hershey 
Park,  Pa.  After  singing  “America”  the  invocation  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  C.  G.  Leatherman,  D.  D.,  of  the  Lutheran 
church  of  Hummelstown,  Pa.  The  address  of  welcome  was 
delivered  by  the  President.  Other  speakers  were  heard,  and 
after  several  vocal  solos  by  Miss  Queen  Beaver  and  a  read¬ 
ing  by  Miss  Gladys  Rice,  the  morning  session  adjourned. 

The  afternoon  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  o’clock. 
The  program  was  opened  by  singing  “Blest  be  the  Tie  That 
Binds.”  After  the  invocation  by  Rev.  I.  M.  Beaver,  of 
Reading,  Pa.,  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
were  given.  The  officers  and  committees  re-elected  for  an¬ 
other  year.  A  collection  of  $26.78  was  lifted,  and  after  sev¬ 
eral  interesting  addresses  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  oldest 
lady  and  gentleman,  to  the  lady  and  gentleman  who  came 
the  longest  distance  and  to  the  youngest  child  present.  Mrs. 
Hannah  Speiker,  of  North  Wales,  Pa.,  aged  84,  has  taken 
the  prize  each  year.  I  trust  she  will  honor  us  with  her 
presence  for  many  more  years  to  come.  Lewis  S.  Beaver, 
of  Hummelstown,  Pa.,  aged  83,  has  taken  the  prize  the  past 
two  years.  Hope  he  will  be  with  us  many  more  years.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Russel  Beaver,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  received  the 
prizes  for  longest  distance,  and  Marilyn  Beaver  Grant,  of 
Hagerstown,  Md.,  aged  8  months,  received  the  baby  prize. 

After  singing  “God  Be  With  You  Till  We  Meet  Again” 
the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  I.  M.  Beaver.  The 
Reunion  adjourned,  after  which  a  group  picture  was  taken. 

The  programs  were  printed  by  Milton  S.  Beaver,  of 
Reading,  for  which  we  thank  him.  ,

And  if  a  gathering  like  this — of  rela¬ 
tives  and  friends — will  make  the  days  a  little  brighter,  make 
the  world,  with  love,  a  little  fairer,  the  fall  of  lonely  tears 
a  little  rarer — then,  indeed,  such  a  day  as  this  should  bring 
joy  enough  to  bless  us  with  a  wealth  of  happiness  and  peace 
to  last  us  until  we  meet  again. 

And  if  the  curtain  is  drawn  aside  today  for  those  dear 
ancestors  who  have  gone  on  before  us,  may  they  look  down 
upon  us,  and  give  us  their  most  blessed  benediction.

BEAVER  HISTORY. 


THE  THIRD  ANNUAL  REUNION. 

The  third  Annual  Reunion  convened  at  10  a.  m.,  Thurs¬ 
day,  July  16,  1931,  at  Hersey  Park,  Pa.,  with  a  large  attend¬ 
ance.  After  singing  “ America’’  the  invocation  was  deliv¬ 
ered  by  Rev.  I.  M.  Beaver,  of  Reading,  Pa.  Greetings  were 
given  bjr  the  President,  and  an  eloquent  address  of  welcome 
made  by  Elmer  Beaver,  of  Watsontown,  Pa.  Other  interest¬ 
ing  addresses  were  delivered,  one  of  which  was  by  Freder¬ 
ick  P.  Beaver,  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  Rev.  I.  M.  Beaver,  who 
delivered  the  principal  Scriptural  Sermon,  was  very  im¬ 
pressive,  and  I  trust  every  one  benefitted  by  it.  A  vocal  solo 
by  Miss  Queen  Beaver  and  piano  solo  by  Evelyn  Beaver  were 
enjoyed  by  all.  A  prayer  by  Rev.  I.  M.  Beaver,  and  the 
morning  session  adjourned. 

The  afternoon  session  convened  at  2  o’clock.  After  sing¬ 
ing  “Shall  We  Meet,”  the  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Go- 
mer  Reese,  of  North  Wales,  Pa.,  after  which  some  interest¬ 
ing  history  relative  to  the  Beaver  family  was  given  by  Cora 
Beaver  Horne,  the  Historian,  and  the  obituary  column 
read,  which  was  followed  by  the  reports  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.  We  regret  the  Secretary,  Miss  Sara  Sny¬ 
der  (who  was  touring  the  United  States  and  Canada  during 
the  summer  months),  was  not  with  us;  but  our  very  capable 
Assistant  Secretary,  John  Beaver,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  filled  her 
place  with  great  satisfaction.  Mrs.  Howard  Shearer,  the 
Treasurer,  read  the  report  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  ending 
June  30.  Both  reports  were  approved.  A  collection  of 
$53.04  was  taken,  and  $4.25  received  from  various  members 
at  the  Reunion  for  books  received. 

A  motion  was  made  and  adopted  that  the  “Beaver  Song,” 
which  was  composed  by  the  President,  Cora  Beaver  Plorne, 
be  acknowledged  as  the  official  song,  to  be  sung  at  each  and 
every  Reunion  of  the  Beaver  family. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Gomer  Reese  thanking  Mrs. 
Horne  for  composing  the  song. 
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A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mrs.  Sara  E. 
Beaver  for  furnishing  the  “Coat  of  Arms;”  also  to  Rev.  I. 
M.  Beaver  for  furnishing  the  Beaver  Crest  cut  on  outer  cover 
of  Vol.  I  and  printing  the  programs  without  any  expense  to 
the  organization. 

After  the  Beaver  Song,  a  vocal  solo  was  rendered  by  Miss 
Queen  Beaver.  A  very  interesting  address  was  made  by 
Lewis  S.  Beaver,  of  Hummelstown,  Pa.,  also  by  Rev.  M.  I. 
Beaver,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  who  is  connected  with  Lu¬ 
theran  missionary  work,  being  Field  Secretary  of  the  Pa¬ 
cific  Theological  Seminary. 

The  prizes,  which  were  donated  this  year  by  various  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family,  went  to  Hannah  Speiker,  aged  85  years, 
of  North  Wales,  Pa.;  Frederick  P.  Beaver,  aged  86,  of  Day- 
ton,  Ohio ;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  P.  Beaver,  longest  distance,  and 
little  Donald  Eugene  Beaver,  aged  3  months,  of  Selinsgrove, 
Pa.,  received  the  baby  prize.  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was 
given  to  the  management  of  Hershev  Park  for  their  kind 
hospitality. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  committees  were  re-elect¬ 
ed  for  another  year. 

After  singing  “God  Be  With  You,”  the  Benediction  was 
pronounced  by  Rev.  Gomer  Reese  and  the  Reunion  stood 
adjourned.

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ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

(Elmer  Beaver.) 

To  the  Relatives  and  Friends  of  the  Beaver  Families : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : — I  esteem  it  a  great  pleasure  and 
high  honor  that  I’m  permitted  to  stand  before  you  this 
morning  and  take  part  in  this  program  on  this  third  Annual 
Reunion  of  the  Beaver  families,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
express  desire  of  your  Association  I  welcome  you  folks  one 
and  all  to  this  third  Annual  Reunion,  Julv  16,  1931. 

Whether  you  come  from  foreign  country  or  were  born  in 
this  U.  S.  A.  which  recognizes  the  Stars  and  Stripes  floating 
over  the  empty  space  on  the  horizon,  we  welcome  you  just 
the  same.  When  we  speak  of  foreign  folks  we  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  at  one  time  our  forefathers  sailed  across  the 
rocky  ocean  from  foreign  country  to  establish  us  folks  a 
home  and  a  country  that  we  can  now  call  our  own.

Mary  Ellen  Beaver,  wife  of  Dr.  John  Beaver,  of  Columbia, 
Pa.,  died  February  19,  1931.  Interred  at  Union  Deposit,  Pa. 

Mrs.  Emma  Beaver  Early,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  died  March 
— ,  1931.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  William  and 
Sara  H.  Beaver. 

Dr.  J.  Beaver  Gearhart,  of  Danville,  Pa.,  was  killed  in  an 
automobile  accident  near  Liverpool,  Pa.,  while  on  his  way 
to  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  to  witness  the  inauguration  of  Governor 
Pinchot.  Dr.  Beaver  was  the  Republican  candidate  for  State 
Legislature.  Sharpless  M.  Dietz,  his  friend,  and  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  candidate  for  State  Legislature,  was  with  him  and 
both  were  killed  instantly. 

Miss  Maude  Beaver,  of  Lucknow,  Pa.,  daughter  of  the  late 
John  and  Sara  Beaver,  died  April  8,  1931.  Her  departure  is 
a  great  loss  to  her  community,  and  she  is  greatly  missed  by 
her  host  of  friends.  She  is  interred  at  Shoup’s  Church, 
Progress,  Pa. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Heiges  Gates,  aged  30,  of  Huntingdon,  Pa., 
daughter  of  Scuyler  and  Mary  (Beaver)  Heiges,  and  wife 
of  Ferdinand  Gates,  passed  away  May  29,  1931.  Her  sudden 
death  was  a  great  shock  to  her  family  and  many  friends 
who  mourn  her  loss.  Her  kindliness  and  generosity  of 
heart  contributed  harmony  and  helpfulness  in  her  home  and 
business  associations.  Her  departure  is  a  great  loss  to  her 
community.  Interment  at  Mill  Creek,  Pa. 

Mrs.  Maria  Jane  Pippin,  of  “The  Dalles,”  Oregon,  passed 
away  June  8,  1931.  She  was  the  daughter  of  the  late  Amos 
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and  Elizabeth  Beaver  and  wife  of  the  late  Rev.  R.  C.  Pip¬ 
pin,  minister  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  She  is 
survived  by  two  sons,  C.  A.  Pippin,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
and  Harley  Pippin,  of  New  York  City.

John  Dewalt  Bieber,  of  Maxatawny  Township,  Berks  Co., 
Pa.,  unto  my  son  Dewalt  Bieber——.  To  my  beloved  wife 
Margaretha— — -.  The  tract  of  land  whereon  my  son  Isaac 
now  lives-- which  I  bought  of  Henry  Siegfried— mv  son  De¬ 
walt  and  my  wife  Margaretha - To  my  sons  Isaac  and 

—John,  provided  my  son  Dewalt  should  not  get  in  perfect 

health  in  his  lifetime,  to - and  among  all  mv  children.  It 

is  further  my  will,  that  my  beloved  wife,  son  Dewalt  and 
my  daughter  Catherine,  each  of  my  children  named,  shall 
receive  of- the  above  sums.  Named  to  wit :  Polly  intermar¬ 
ried  to  Isaac  Zimmerman,  Judy  married  to  Felix  Beisel, 
Suzanna  married  to  George  Miller,  Sally  married  to  George 
Baum  and  my  daughter  Catherine— That  my  sons  Isaac 
and  John  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  money  for 
that  time  which  they  worked  for  me  since  their  age  of 
twenty-one  (21)  years. 

Appoint  my  sons  Isaac  and  John  and  my  son-in-law  Geo. 
Miller,  Esq.,  to  be  my  executors.  This  second  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-three.  Signed  Theobald  Bieber.

I.  Dewalt  Bieber  (Beaver),  who  arrived  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  ship  ’’Friendship, ”  November  2,  1744,  with  his 

three  sons  ‘  ‘  and  other  members  of  the  family  ” :  J ohn 
George,  John  Jacob  and  (II)  Dewalt,  Jr.,  who  was  sixteen 
years  of  age,  born  October  16,  1728 ;  died  October  11.  1799, 
was  generally  known  as  the  “Barre”  Beaver,  also  for  his 
great  strength.  He  was  able  to  lift  a  barrel  of  cider  and 
drink  from  the  bung  hole. 
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He  was  a  founder  of  the  Christ  Lutheran  Church,  known 
then  as  Bieber’s  Church/ 'located  near  Kutztown,  Pa.  Was 
baptized  in  Christ  Lutheran  Church,  Alsace  Loraine,  France. 
Married  Sybilla  Steinbrenner  in  1750,  who  was  bom  Oct.  4, 
1728;  died  October  11;  a  daughter  of  John  Michael  and 
Sybilla  Steinbrenner,  who  emigrated  to  America  on  the 
Ship  “Hope.”  Aug.  23, 1733,  her  sister  Christina  married  Ja¬ 
cob  Bieber.The  infant  son  of  Jacob  and  Christina  Beaver  died 
on  passage  to  America  on  ship  “Pink.”  Both  are  buried 
in  the  private  graveyard  on  the  old  farm  near  Kutztown, 
Penna. 

His  name,  “Barre”  Beaver  originated  after  he  had  been 
attacked  by  a  large  bear.  The  story,  as  my  father  and 
cousin,  Lewis  Beaver,  related  was  that  one  summer  even¬ 
ing  while  putting  his  horses  into  a  pasture  field,  and  after 
he  had  sent  his  own  horse  with  the  others,  he  was  sud¬ 
denly  attacked  by  a  huge  bear  who  showed  fight  and  had 
hugged  him  until  he  was  almost  gone.  After  fighting  for 
his  life  he  thought  of  his  pocket  knife,  which  he  took  from 
his  pocket  with  one  hand,  opened  it  with  his  teeth  and 
stabbed  the  bear  until  he  lost  his  “grip,”  and  finally  killed 
him,  coming  out  of  the  battle  with  clothing  tom  and  almost 
dead,  but  victorious.  Such  was  our  dear  ancestor — brave, 
fearless,  with  great  strength  of  body  and  character;  and 
how  we  do  love  the  spirit  of  our  pioneer  ancestors.

Later  purchased  several  farms  near  what  was  then  known 
as  “Buck's  Hotel.”  Later  gave  one  farm  to  his  eldest  son, 
John,  and  one  to  his  eldest  daughter,  Judith,  who  married 
Alfred  Wartman,  of  Reading,  Pa.  He  finally  bought  a  large 
farm  in  Lower  Paxton  township,  Pa.,  which  is  still  in  good 
condition  and  is  now  known  as  the  Cassel  farm,  which  was 
purchased  by  Elias  Cassel,  who  married  Susanna  Beaver. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Beaver  both  died  on  the  old  farm  and  are  bur¬ 
ied  in  Union  Deposit,  Pa.

After  spending  some  years  on  the  farm 
he  became  a  boatman  with  his  Uncle  Daniel,  who  had  met 
a  sad  death  by  being  drowned  in  the  canal  near  Harrisburg. 
Pa.  He  and  his  cousin,  Lewis  S.  Beaver,  of  Hummelstown, 
walked  many  miles  to  notify  their  aunt  of  +he  accident. 
After  returning  from  the  war  he  married  Maria  Springer 
Burkholder,  a  descendant  of  Charles  Christopher  Springer, 
the  son  and  heir  of  Lord  Baron  of  Stockholm,  Sweden,  and 
Lady  Hendrickson,  who  emigrated  to  America  in  1597.
